U.S. Sugar/ union employees reach tentative agreement

union negotiators to settle a 
six-day strike which began 
last Thursday when 900 
union members rejected a 
three-year labor contract. 


“We have reached an

agreed that the membership 
“ratify the contract and vote 
on it as soon ав possible,” 
USSC Senior Vice President’ 
Robert Buker told reporters 
late Tuesday afternoon. “We 
agreed not to disclose any 
details because the mem- 
+ «Бета тр deserves to hear it 
from their representatives,” 
Mr. Buker said, adding that 
the agreement involved 
some “give and take” from 
both sides. 

Union members were vot- 
ing Wednesday morning and 
results of the vote -are ex- 
pected by Wednesday after-

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Pahokee: firefighter fired 
and accused in beatings

Edward Royal York, former 
firefighter for Pahokee Fire 
Department, was fired last 
Monday and the following day 
was. charged with. beating а 
woman and her child. Chief 
Gary Burroughs said he termi- 
nated York because he did not 
meet standards during his 
probationary period. 

Within the time that York 
was employed at Pahokee Fire 
Department, he missed a ге- 
quired training course and left 
town while on call, according to 
city documents. 

After the second incident, 
York received warning from 
Chief Burroughs. that any fur- 
ther, problems could result in 
termination from the depart-

ment. 

The state Department of 
Children and Families investi- 
gators found York had beaten 
and bruised 9-year-old Jeffery 
Hannah, according to a police 
report. A Pahokee detective lat- 


er confirmed that York had also 
struck the mother of the boy, 
Jaymi Hannah, 30. 

Charged with. domestic Бай. 
tery and child abuse, York was 
released on $500 bond until a 
hearing next month. 

According to city files, York is 
a U.S. Army veteran and a for- 
mer employee of U.S. Sugar 
Corp. 

In late December, York, de- 

_cided to join the Pahokee Fire 
Department. After the merger 
with the county, the county 
agreed to assist any volunteer 
firefighters in Canal Point to 
become professional firefight- 
ers. Burroughs said that York 
showed interest so the county 
agreed to pay for his training 
and transportation to and from 
training courses.

President Robert Buker an-

state. 

Ms. Sanchez said the 
Belle Glade-based Sugar 


Cane Growers Cooperative 
of Florida had agreed to 
grind cane for USSC Friday, 
although she said she didn’t 
know how long that arrange- 
ment could continue. 

“We had some cane that 
was burned prior to the 
rains. It was harvested and 
shipped to the Co-Op,” she 
said. 

Ms. Sanchez said the com- 
pany had sent a letter out to 
the bargaining union em- 
ployees telling them work is 
available and they were 
welcome to come back. She 
said the company had hired 
additional security. 

“We have increased secu- 
rity on our. property to pre- 
vent vandalism or strikers 
threatening workers,” she 
said, but so far, the strike 
has remained peaceful. 

Ms. Sanchez said there 
has been only one report of 
tires slashed, on a vehicle 
belonging to a contractor 
working at the refinery con- 
struction site. 

She said the effect of the 


trike on the refinery con- 


struction has been minimal. 
The new е» expected 


to open late this spring, re- 


mains on schedule, she 
said. 
The' contract with the 


company 900 members of 
the Association of Mach- 
inists and Aerospace 
Workers Local 57, which al- 
so includes AFL and CIO 
Union members, expired at 
midnight Feb. 18, according 
to union representative 
Gordon Floyd. Union offi- 
cials and company repre- 
sentatives have hegn meét- 
ing to discuss thé\contract 
since Jan. 21. 43 

“We brought it back to the 
membership, explained the 
package to the membership. 
They turned it down and 
voted to strike,” Mr. Floyd 
said. At issue, he said,is an 
alternate wage structure 
proposed by the company, 
changes in production and 
hours, with the potential 
loss of jobs, and changes in 
hospitalization coverage. 

In a news release issued 
from Mr.. Buker's office 
Thursday, USSC officials 
‘said the union had two 
main problems with the 
proposed contract. “First, 
union members wanted me- 
chanics to be guaranteed 16 
hours per week of overtime, 
at time-and-a-half, even if 
the workload doesn't re- 
quire it. Second, they want- 
ed construction workers to 
be paid for commuting 
time,” Mr. Buker said. 

According to Mr. Buker, 
the contract rejected by the 
union contained provisions 
for wage increases, a six 
percent bonus, and a reduc- 
tion in the weekly guaran- 
teed avertime for about 90 
émployees, from 16 hours a 
week to 14 a week next 
year, 12 the followng year,

Bystander says heroic effort 
made to save drowning victim

Kelly Woodsoh was just one 
of many bystanders who stood 
„Ьу helplessly in the pouring 
rain to watch rescue workers 
try, but fail, to save a man 
whose car flipped over into a 
canal Feb. 17. : 

The accident happened-about 
5 p.m. as Rev. Kevin Saulsby, 


“28; was driving home from his- 


job at the South Bay Correc- 
“tional Facility. Police reports 
say Rev. Saulsby veered off the 
road at the intersection of SR 
80 arid SR 15 after being cut off 
by a van on SR 80. . 

His 1984 Honda flipped up- 
side down in a-canal and his, 
driver's seat was submerged: 

Woodson says she stopped, as 
did .many other drivers, and 
witnesses and  bystanders 
jumped in the water to try to

Well, don't look now, but the 
El Nino has a cousin in the 
Atlantic Ocean that is not as 
well known, definitely not as 
well understood and.could be 
potentially more severe than 
the El Nino. 1 

It is called the Northern ' 
Atlantic Oscillation (NAO), not  , 
as fancy a name as the El Nino, < 
but scientists say the NAO can, 
throw tantrums just as wicked 
as its Pacific Ocean cousin. Yet, 
unlike the El Nino, the NAO is 
very difficult to predict. 

It is not difficult, however, to 
study. The NAO is по ше, , 
more than a seesawing of two, ; 
pressure centers in the atmos- 
phere. One is located near 
Iceland while the other is usual-' , 
ly stationed above the waters of 
Portugal. One ва high přes- 
sure system and the other is a 
center of low pressure. 

These lows and highs flip 
back and forth over the course 
bf seasons. Their movements 
affect the weather over much of 
the:northern hemisphere. 

When the low pressure is cen- 
tered over Iceland, for exaniple, 
the frigid winds. from the' 
Atlantic sweep down over North 
America. Our winters tend to be 
cooler while Europe enjoys a 
relatively temperate period. 


^ When the systems flip-flop, the 


arctic winds aren't nearly as 
strong, resulting in a mild win- 
ner for North America and a 
harsh winter in Europe. 

But why do.they change. posi- 
tions? That is the $64;000 ques- 
tion. If scientists could come up 
with the answer, then longs- 
range weather predictions 
would be much more accurate. ` 

The solution may lie in thi 
ocean. Research is underway to 
determine if the temperature of 
the ocean water is somehow: + 
running the show, that cool!

Poenis 
doctors can effectively treat the 
symptoms of seasonal allergies 
triggered during Florida's win» 
ter season with child approved 
prescribed medications. 

For example, South Florida 
has been called "the dust mite 
capital of the United States," 
L. experts suélt as Dr. Mark 
Stein, ~a North Palm Beach 
allergist. Dust mites, he adds, 
love the high humidity and 
warm temperatures of South 
Florida. During the relatively 
cooler winter months, most 
people run their air condition- 
ers less often. Mites thrive in 
this moister environment, 
causing plenty of problems for 
children and adults with sea- 


keep it constant. Pay close 
attention to the température, 
making sure it isn't so hot it 


will burn your baby. Just test a « 


couple of drops on the inside of 
your wrist each time. Some 
parents warm the formula from 
the refrigerator by holding it 
under warm running water to 
take the chill off, some warm 
the bottle in a saucepan of 
warm water, and it won't burt 
your baby if you feed formula 
straight out of the refrigerator. 
Some infants prefer their for- 
mula warm, some prefer it cool. 
You should avoid using the 
microwave as a heating tool for 
formula. Many young babies 
have had scalded or burned 
tongues, lips, esophagus or 


cheeks from formula that was 
heating in the micro. If you do 
microwave formula, use clean, 

ic bottles with at 
least four ounces of formula to 
avoid overheating. Always 


shake the formula after heat- 
ing and test it by shaking a few 
drops on the inside of your 
wrist before serving. 

Mix your baby's formula the 
same way every time, never 
dilute the formula more than 
recommended оп the label or 
your infant will not receive the 
necessary nutrients. With the 
many chemicals added to tap 
water, you're better off mixing 
bottled water in your infant’s 
formula, unless you have fil- 
tered tap water which , is 
changed frequently and proper- 
ew nipples can have a very 
steful, plastic flavor your 
infant may not like; to get rid of 
the new nipple taste, boil it in 
water before using.

Parents usu- 
ally have a dozen things to do 
and may be tempted to prop 
the bottle up so the baby can, 
feed on his own. A baby left 
alone with a bottle can choke 
easily, or if a baby is lying flat 
while feeding, milk can back up 
in the throat and eustachian 
tube causing an earache or ear 
infections. : 

Just as your appetite varies 
from day to day, so will your 
baby's. Let your baby be the 
one to decide“how much he 
eats, don't force every last drop 
down your baby, and don't hes- 
itate to give more than the 
amount you measured out if 
your baby wants it. 

You should consult your pedi- 
atrician if the formula doesn't 
seem to satisfy your baby, if he 
isn't gaining weight adequate- 
ly, or doesn't suck vigorously. 
Other signs'of possible feeding 
problems are loud crying after 
feeding, accompanied by vomit- 
ing or diarrhéa with blood. 
Some babies are allergic to 
milk products and just switch- 
ing to another kind of non-mild 
based formula could solve the 
problem. But you need a doc- 
tór's advise before switching 
your baby's formula. As always, 
when in doubt contact your 
pediatrician and remember,

Critical need for blood may delay some 
elective surgeries in Palm Beach County 


Throughout its 50 years of 
service to South Florida hospi- 
tals and patients, Palm Beach 
Blood Bank in Palm Beach 
County has always met their 
blood needs. But, during the 
past three to four weeks, a 
combination of bad, weather, 
extraordinary blood demand 
and a national blood supply 
shortage have depleted their 
reserved and that of the hospi- 
tals they serve. 

Palm Beach Blood Bank is 
the exclusive provider of blood 


for 69 percent of the hospitals 
in Palm Beach, Broward and 
Dade Counties. 

Officials with the Palm 
Beach Blood Bank say if they 
до not replenish the blood sup- 
ply, hospitals and patients they 
serve will face a critical situa- 
tion - they will be forced to 
request that hospitals curtail 
or even cancel elective surgery 
to assure blood availability for 
emergencies. 

Officials say it will be neces- 
sary to draw an additional 


2,000 blood donations over 
their regular weekly draw of 
2,500 to meét the need in the 
next few weeks. They are 
extending hours, and mobile 
locations until the supply 
shortage is over. 

The blood mobile will be at 
the South Bay Fire Station 
near City Hall on Friday, Feb. 
27 from 8 a.m. to 11 a.m. for 
any Glades resident who would 
like to donate blood. Other 
times and locations will be 
announced at a later date.
